In the hardest hit of these 
towns there is about him the 
physical evidences of misery and 
want. 


Sen. Kennedy does not know the 
art of being felksy and is too in- 
telligent to attempt it. So he plays 
it straight. Nor, do the descend- 
ants of Welsh, Scots, Irish and 
German settlers seem disturbed 
by the broad “‘A” and the precise 
New England sentence structure. 


Bitter Pride 


There is, too,.a sort of bitter 
pride in the fact that because 
these mountain men are free to 
vote for whom they please they 
may well decide the contest. A 
great deal will depend on who 
gets the miners’ votes, and since 
the total will not be large, the 
ballots of ‘the long unemployed 
could be the balance of power in 
a close contest. And so, one some- 
how is wryly comforted that a 
young, urban and handsome 
Prince Charming must stand in 
the midst of industrial squalor 
and human need and ask for the 
votes. of mountain men. 


Sen. Hubert Humphrey is natu- 
rally the folksy type. It does not 
appear out of character for him to 
be bouncy, He always is. He has 
the gift of outgoing friendliness. 
He can see to it that Mrs. Hum- 
phrey’s recipes for corn muffins 
or upside down cake are handed 
out. This is corny, but it is as 
natural with Hubert Humphrey as 
his quick smile, his undenied good 
will and compassion for his fel- 
low man. 


In Charleston, where the capi- 
tal is, and Morgantown, where 
the state university is, there is a 
new optimism growing out of this 
campaign. The two candidates 
and the reporters who have writ- 
ten of their goings and comings 
have dramatized more than men 
and religious differences. The 
tion now knows that West Vir- 
ginia’s unemployed who, because 
of age and lack of skills, will for 
the most part remain unemploy- 
able, are part of a national prob- 
lem.

“If, as individuals and as a peo- 
ple, we tolerate false divisions of 
man against man whether by 
‘gentlemen’s agreement’ or by 
laws enforcing racial segregation; 
if we tolerate pretensions of su- 
periority by any people, including 
ourselves; if we tolerate arbitrary 
barriers against progress by any 
people, in our own nation or in 
the world—we shall have broken 
faith with our fathers, and we 
shall deserve the disrespect we 
shall invite.” ,

6 on Prairie

CHEYENNE, Wyo. — On the 
prairie about 25 miles northwest 
of here the Air Force is finishing 
work on a cluster of white struc- 
tures that look like warehouses. 


Radar domes and radio masts 
that dot the skyline half a mile 
from the “‘warehouses” hint at a 
scientific .or military mission. 
SHELTER ATLASES 

The six warehouses are shelters 
for 6,300-mile Atlas interconti- 
nental ballistic missiles. The 
prairie installation will be the first 
ICBM base in the Western world 
with a single mission: To stand 
ready around the clock to launch 
its missiles in retaliation against 
an enemy assault. 

Unless the schedule slips, ‘‘Site 
A” will be transferred from the 
Air Force Ballistic Missile Di- 
vision, developer of the Atlas, to 
the Strategic Air Command late 
in May. 


SAC alert crews will require 
only 15 minutes from receipt of 
coded orders to roll back the 
warehouse roofs and send the 
Atlas arching toward its assigned 
target. All this by remote control 
from a concrete blockhouse. 


24 BEING PLACED 


By the autumn of 1961, 24 At- 
lases will have been installed 
within a circular area extending 
as far as 67 miles from Cheyenne. 
The area extends east into Ne- 
braska and south into Colorado. 


Though the scattered missile 
sites will have small dormitories 
and kitchens, the pushbutton war- 
riors will not live on station. 


Home will be at Warren Air 
Force Base.

Seoul To Lift Ban 
On Opposing Press 


SEOUL, South Korea (#—A U.S. military decree 
used by President Syngman Rhee’s regime to silence 
opposition newspapers will be abolished soon, a spokes- 
man for the caretaker government said Sunday. 


This was announced as a nine- 
man parliamentary committee 
worked on constitutional amend- 
ments designed to nail down free- 
doms won in the uprising that top- 
pled Rhee’s strongman regime. 


The only two opposition news- 
papers in South Korea, Donga 
Ibo and the Kyunghyang Shin- 
moon, were shut down when the 
Rhee government revoked their 
licenses issued under the original 
U.S. ordinance. 


The ordinance, never abolished 
by Rhee, was issued in the post- 
war period, when U.S. forces oc- 
cupied South Korea, to silence the 
Communist press. 


Some of South Korea’s top legal 
minds will be called into -consul- 
tation on the drafting of the con- 
stitutional amendments. 


Rhee’s Liberals and the opposi- 
tion Democrats have placed their 
own plans before the parliamen- 
tary committee. 


Both provide for a premier to 
be chief of government, a system 
tried out previously and abolished 
so that greater authority could be 
vested in the president. 


The premier would be elected 
by a two-house legislature. The 
present Parliament or National 
Assembly has one house. 


But the Liberals want the elec- 
tive president to have more pow- 
er than do the Democrats, who 


to stage their campaign against 
white supremacy laws.

This will be a $1 billion produc- 
tion program, according to unoffi- 
cial estimates. But instead of cost- 
ing the U.S. that amount in mili- 
tary aid, as might have been the 
case, it is expected to net U.S. 
firms $800 million through the sale 
of spare parts and support equip- 
ment, 


Originally the West Germans, 
Dutch and Belgians formed a con- 
sortium for the manufacture of 
the Lockheed plane, which won 
out over a French-designed fight- 
er. Then the Italians joined and 
a slight delay developed in re- 
allocating production assignments. 


However, industry arrange- 
ments are believed to be largely 
completed. 


MODERN FORCES 


Officials here have stressed two 
important considerations in the 
program for modernizing Atlantic 
pact forces in Western Europe, 
not only with U.S.-made weapons 
but with support from their own 
arms plants. 


One reason is that it is believed 
to be a good means of reducing 
the U.S. dollar burden in the 
military aid program.

Protects No Rights 


Citizens should not lose sight of the 
basic aspect of the Sibley Commission's 
majority report in the flow of words 
which are bound to come during the com- 
ing weeks. Briefly it is this: 

Whether one likes it or not, state laws 
in conflict with federal laws are unen- 
forceable. And while the commission, in- 
cluding its chairman, John A. Sibley, 
questions the wisdom of the 1954 Supreme 
Court decision, they accept it as a fact 
which cannot be evaded and to which ad- 
justment must be made if we are to con- 
tinue public education. 

In telling the people that Supreme 
Court decisions are the law of the land, 
the commission thus performed an educa- 
tional service of great value. Politicians 
who have misled them on this point have 
been guilty of a cruel deception. The 
commission, in setting the record straight, 
has performed a service for them, too. 

We can deplore the decision and the 
Supreme Court itself but the decision 
stands. “The Constitution of the United 
States,” says the majority report, “as in- 
terpreted by the Supreme Court, is con- 
trolling and binding upon the courts and 
the people.” , 

Two weeks ago the executive commit- 
tee of the Atlanta Bar Assn. said the 
same thing in declaring that current de- 
cisions of the Supreme Court are con- 
trolling on this issue. It added that “unless 
some plan is accepted in accordance with 
orders of the federal courts, all public 
schools of the state will be closed.” 

So the commission tells us to face 
facts and offers a way to adjust to them. 
Mr. Sibley himself gave the best advice 
in declaring citizens of the state should 
not exhaust themselves in futile defense 
of laws already declared illegal when to 
do so may cost them the public schools 
they have. He phrased this clearly: 

“T think the better policy is to protect, 
preserve and reserve the rights the peo- 
ple now have under the law rather than 
to take the risk of losing those laws by 
asserting rights under laws that have 
been declared unconstitutional by the Su- 
preme Court. . .. You might dwell on 
whether it is wise to claim rights that 
do not exist and thereby risk rights which 
you do possess.” 

This is straight thinking and leader- 
ship of the highest order. 

The majority report provides a way to 
“protect, preserve and reserve the rights 
the people now have.” It offers a means of 
keeping the schools open with safe- 
guards that will “protect the right of 
free choice of both the parents of the 
child and of the local community and that 
will guarantee that no child in Georgia 
will be compelled to go to a mixed school 
against the wishes of his parent or 
guardian.” 3 

Even should the courts grant further 
time, the decision ahead is inevitable. Fo- 
cal point of the commission’s reasoning 
—that state laws in conflict with federal 
laws are. unenforceable—still will apply, 
this month, next month or next year. We 
must find a way to adjust to this fact or 
prepare to end public education.

Permits increased by 3,502 over the 
same period of 1958 for a total of 17,412. 


The figures also reflect continued 
growth in the Atlanta metropolitan area. 
More than 50 per cent of all permits for 
new houses were issued in Atlanta, mak- 
ing up 62 per cent of the valuation of 
all permits. Of the total, the Atlanta 
area, composed of Fulton, DeKalb, Cobb, 
Clayton and Gwinnett counties turned in 
10,524. This represented a jump of 38 
per cent over 1958, tieing Chicago for 
second place among 24 large metropoli- 
tan areas. 


This pace of building, of course, is 
reflected in all areas of the economy, in- 
cluding sales of hard goods such as ap- 
pliances and furniture. It is encouraging 
to note that in spite of the bad weather 
earlier this year, 1960 is expected to be 
another boom periéd in construction.

The adage declares that silence is golden. 
Like most proverbs this is only partially true.

Berlin Plan 


ISTANBUL, Turkey (‘AP)—In a 
city under martial law curfew, 
Western foreign ministers Sunday 
turned their attention to the prob- 
lem of trying to. find a stopgap 
agreement with the Communists 
that would take the heat out of 
the explosive Berlin situation. 


Informed .diplomats said the 
Western leaders’ North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization meeting 
agreed on conditions for an_ in- 
terim agreement with the Soviet 
Union. They did not disclose de- 
tails, but said any deal would 
have to leave the Allied position 
in divided Berlin intact at the end 
of any agreed period. In addition 
during the term of an agreement 
Western rights of access to the 
city would have to be maintained 
by ironclad guarantees, they 
added. 


At the same time, diplomats 
said, they endorsed a new sum- 
mit plan for an all-German pleb- 
iscite to settle whether the Ger- 
man people want the Soviet meth- 
od or the Western method. of re- 
storing Germany’s unity. 


Foreign ministers of the United 
States, Britain and France, meet- 
ing with their colleagues, ranged 
over the policies they intend to 
present when their chiefs of gov- 
ernment meet Soviet Premier Ni- 
kita Khrushchev at the summit in 
Paris May 16. Their recommenda- 
tions will be discussed by the 
NATO council in sessions open- 
ing Monday.

He was given a death 
sentence for each of the two of- 
fenses, among a series of crimes 
by a red-light bandit who used an 
automobile spotlight to give the 
impression of a police squad car. 


With no State Supreme Court 
action until less than two hours 
before the execution, any effec- 
tive further appeal appears 
blocked. 


In his petition Chessman de- 
clared he had been convicted on 
perjured testimony by Los An- 
geles police officers and because 
evidence casting doubt on his 
identification was suppressed.

A Message from Berlin 


On the Eve of the Summit 


ee people know about Berlin today as a brutally divided city in a divided country. Far less is known about 


the Soviet-occupied zone which surrounds Berlin or about the regime which calls itself the “German Demo- 
cratic Republic.” 


Berliners know the misery, oppression and despair that the communists - assisted by the Soviet occupation 
power — have caused by imposing an alien system on German territory by force and terrorism. Many of our 
countrymen, seeking freedom from this system, have escaped to West Berlin. Many others have died under it. 


But over one million of our fellow Berliners — in the East Sector of our city -and 16 million Germans in the 
Soviet-occupied zone must live under communist tyranny. 


These people are our neighbors, our friends and relatives. The dividing line within our city is the last one which 
they can still cross fairly easily without running too great a risk. So we are still able to welcome them in our 
homes, chat with them, help them a little and listen to them. Their story is not pleasant. If we were less fortunate, 
it would be our own. West Berlin is a hearth of freedom to them, a place of spiritual and moral nourishment that 
gives them the strength to endure the grey world of compulsion and sullen oppression in the Soviet zone. 


That is why West Berlin is called a “cancer” by those who support and represent the totalitarian system. The 
“poison” we spread is ideas ... of freedom, of lawfulness, of human dignity and of a decent standard of living. 


Those are our “weapons” and our “threats”. They are the reason why the communists are out to destroy West 
: Berlin as a haven of freedom. 


The attack on West Berlin is not only directed against this city; primarily it seeks to sever our human ties with our 
16 million fellow-countrymen in the Zone around us and to destroy their hopes of a change for the better. 


The Berlin Crisis has been provoked arbitrarily. It affects all who have at heart the cause of human freedom and 
of international peace. The present status of the Soviet-occupied zone of Germany, this communist-ruled portion 


of our ‘country, not only infringes on a nation’s rights to self-determination and survival. It is also a real source of 
new discord in the heart of Europe.

Children Reflect 


Mother’s 


Attitude 


By BARBARA BRIGHT 
The mother who leaves the nursery with a worried 
look because her child is screaming and kicking at being 
left behind may have herself to blame. 


“Sometimes it is harder for 
the mother to let the child go 
than it is for the child,” says 
Mrs. Alfreda Yeomans, Child 
Welfare League consultant who 
is currently in Atlanta to visit 
the Sheltering Arms Day Nur- 
series and the Gate City Day 
Nurseries. 


How the mother feels about 
leaving her child in the care of 
a nursery is reflected in the 
child’s behavior, Mrs. Yeomans 
explains. And if the child does 
not adjust well to the nursery, 
“the mother should take an 
objective look at her own feel- 
ings about it.” 


To prepare a child for being 
left in another adult’s care, 
the mother should explain what 
will happen in terms the child 
can understand. 


KEEP YOUR WORD 

“And the mother should keep 
her word!’’ Mrs. Yeomans em- 
phasized. ‘To often a mother 


will leave her child at a nursery 
and tell him she will be back 
by a certain time, and then 
not show up. If the child can- 
not depend on his mother’s re- 
turning, it is difficult for him 
to feel secure and happy while 
she is away.” 


The ideal preparation for a 
child’s entering a nursery is 
for the mother and child to 


visit the nrusery together a few 
times to allow the child to be- 
come accustomed to the sur- 
roundings, physical and human. 
After the child is entered in 
the nursery, Mrs. Yeomans ad- 
vises that the mother spend the 
first day or so with him. 


“Some mothers just deposit 
their children, then run out 
when the child gets absorbed 
in play and isn’t looking. This 
is very bad,” the child welfare 
consultant said. ‘Mothers should 
tell their children when they 
leave, and when they will be 
back. 


“The first separation of a 
young child from its mother can 
be a painful experience and re- 
sult in later fears and anxieties 
if the child isn’t certain that the 
mother will return.” 


DON’T BE TIED 


Mrs. Yeomans cautioned 
against mothers’ being eternal- 
ly tied to their children, how- 
ever. 


“The woman who devotes her 
complete attention to her chil- 
dren and never allows herself 
any time away from them can- 
not be a person in her own 
right,”” she commented. “A 
woman has to be an individual 
before she- can be a good 
mother.” 


A child should be left for short 
periods of time with a warm, 
understanding adult, Mrs. Yeo- 
mans continued. ‘“‘A reasonable 
separation is a growing expe- 
rience for the child and it helps 
the mother to maintain her in- 
dividuality.”’ 


She added with vigor that “‘a 
reasonable separation” did not 
mean the mother should. play 
bridge or golf daily and leave 
her child constantly in the 
hands of others. 


CHOOSING A NURSERY 


When choosing a day nursery, 
Mrs. Yeomans advises. the 
mother to meet the staff and 
learn whether they are people 
who understand children’s 
needs, “‘accepting, friendly.” A 
good nursery should also have 
ample room for children to 
play and climb and adequate 
equipment—paints, books, mu- 
sic, a “doll corner.” 


Physical equipment is impor- 
tant to the child’s development, 
but the attitude of the staff is 
the primary thing. | 

Children under three are usu- 
ally not ready for group care,

Since Madison Avenue started 
playing on and exploiting our 
unconscious with all the devious 
little “hidden persuaders”’ de- 
signed to make us want things 
we never dreamed we needed, 
I've had a queasy feeling that 
somebody ought to invoke the 
Fifth Amendment quick. I don't 
want anybody sneaking in on 
my unconscious and turning it 
“against me. 


But, as all enlightened stu- 
dents of the mind now know, 
there are ways of using the un- 
conscious for you. One of the 
most interesting and humane 
experiments in this direction is 
being conducted in a Califor- 
nia prison camp. 


John Locke, public defender 
in Tulare County for nearly a 
quarter of a century, conceived 
the idea that if people could 
learn while the mind ‘“‘sleeps”’ 
the sleeping time of prisoners 
might be used for therapy. More 
than a hundred inmates of the 
work camp volunteered for the 
experiment, which is called 
“Operation Sleep’ and is an ef- 
fort to penetfate their subcon- 
scious and to integrate it with 
their waking minds. 


Each night an hour after 
lights go out in the camp a 
taped message comes through

oner. Guideposts Magazine quot- 
ed as a typical message this: 

“Everything you hear you will 
remember .. . you will seek 
God's help through prayer...

Mr. Locke's theory, evolved 


out of long study of criminal 
cases, is that the criminal ac- 


'——ually wants to be caught and 


wants to be punished and con- 
fined. 


“In fact,” he said in an in- 
terview w'th Guideposts, ‘At 
least 1 per cent of our prison- 
ers are aware of this fact. Only 
lately, a man charged with a 
minor offense asked me eager- 
ly, ‘Do you think I'll be sent 
to San Quentin?’ He had no 
felony conviction, no prison rec- 
ord and yet he hoped te be put 
not in our road camp but in 
prison,”’ 


The man’s offense didn’t war- 
rant San Quentin but he even- 
tually made it by escaping 
from the work camp. Mr. Locke 
said his research shows 85 per 
cent of lawbreakers “want to 
be in jail’ and even uncon- 
sciously arrange for their own

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arrest and conviction by leav- 
ing “tell-tale traces» behind” 
when they commit a crime. This 
attitude, the public defender, ex- 
plains through a theory of Dr. 
Albert Schweitzer who contends 
that man can hold one of two 
views of life — one of accept- 
ance or one of rejection. If a 
man rejects life, he is asking, 
in effect, to be punished. 


The idea of changing this view 
of rejection through “Operation 
Sleep”’ came to Mr. Locke after 
some study and reading the 
works of Freud, Jung and Kar! 
Menninger. He obtained the sup- 
port of the local Kiwanis Club 
and the Tulare County Peace 
Officers Assn. The district at- 
torney’s office lerit a tape re- 
corder and a firm in Toledo, 
Ohio, donated a continuous play 
tape. A recreational therapist 
at the state hospital and a local 
minister worked over the sleep 
messages, which were played 
first at normal volumes and 
then’ repeated just below the 
threshold of conscious hearing. 


The sleep program has been 
in operation three years and 
Mr. Lecke admits that it will 
take at least three more years 
before anything conclusive can 
be deduced. But there have 
been some heartening indica- 
tions that the program is hav- 
ing an effect in the behavior 
of prisoners and the attitude 
revealed by surveys among ex- 
prisoners. 


Whatever the ultimate con- 
clusion, the program is certain- 
ly a credit to the public defend- 
er and the people of the county 
who are helping him. It reflects, 
for a change, an honest, con- 
structive desire to change men 
rather than merely to punish 
them.

SAIGON, South Viet Nam (AP). 


| President Ngo Dinh Diem is ex- 


pected to ignore for the present 
charges of dictatorial rule made 
by a new political party, close as- 
sociates said Sunday. 


Despite the prominence of mem- 
bers of the new party—there are 
10. former Cabinet members 
among’ them—associates say that 
until the Communist threat ends 
he will not relax controls on press 
and political activities. 


RELAXATION IN 61 


Some Vietnamese officials pre- 
dicted he will take the first ten- 
tative steps toward liberalizing his 
regime in the April 1961 elections. 


But until the Communist threat 
is wiped out, they say, Diem fears 
extension of freedom to the fledg- 
ling press would lead to abuses 
and open the gates to torrents of 
Communist propaganda. 


A spokesman for the new Liber- 
ty and Progress party said there 
has been no response from Diem 
to the party petition demanding 
sweeping political reforms. 


EFFECTIVENESS RISES 


Diem’s U.S... military advisers 
report this country’s army, reor- 
ganized along Western lines, is in- 
creasingly effective against Com- 
munist bands roaming the coun- 
tryside. 


To the chagrin of North Viet 
Nam Communists across the bor- 
der, South Viet Nam also is mak- 
ing slow but steady economic 
progress. Some Americans here 
predict U.S. aid, which has been 
filling the gap the last five years, 
may be ended in five or six years. 


NOT DEMAGOGUE 


Diem does not look or act like 
a dictator although his govern- 
ment has some trappings of an au- 
thoritarian regime. 


“He is no demagogue. He does 
not even have the common touch 
a political leader needs to sway 
the emotions of the people,” one 
well-placed American said. 


Reareg in the old Mandarin tra- 
dition, Diem treats his people 
“like a fatherly schoolmaster, dol- 
ing out advice and occasional fa- 
vors and telling them constantly 
to work harder,” said another 
American.

Next to Brigitte Bardot, no single person helped

than Alec Guinness—pardon, SIR Alec Guinness. 


Guinness, of course, preceded Brigitte in the realm of the art 
film house where he reigned in such delightful comedies as ‘Kind 
Hearts and Coronets,” “The Lavender Hill Mob,’ ‘‘Man in the 


White Suit,’’ and so on. His movies attracted into 
art houses thousands of people who ordinarily 
wouldn’t have been caught dead in art houses. 

He’s been in some box office clinkers, too 
(‘The Swan,” “The Cardinal,’ for example), but 
these were atoned for by his performance as the 
rifle-spined officer in “‘Bridge on the River Kwai,” 
for which he won an Oscar.

“ON THE SQUARE”

Dick Van Dyke doesn’t 
have a bit of trouble 
obeying the admonition 
in one of his songs in that 
new Broadway hit musi- 
cal “Bye Bye, Birdie.” 

It’s called “Put on a Happy 
Face.” 


“Happy” keeps bubbling up 
the former Atlantan’s conversa- 
tions these days. The one-time 
Merry Mute, star of local tele- 
vision shows before he hit the 


big time and CBS-TV’s Mern-™ 


ing Show, used the word half a 
dozen times in a telephone in- 
terview with The Constitution 
to express his current beatific 
state of mind. 


Small wonder. 


Lean and lantern-jawed Dick 
has his name in lights on the 
marquee of the Martin Beck 
Theater. “Bye Bye, Birdie” 
opened to critics’ raves April 14 
and is already sold out through 
October. 


The zany musical comedy— 
which has to do with a rock-’n’- 
roll singer’s departure from 
civilian life to undergo military 
training—is expected to run at 
least a year. Columbia, one 
of the show’s “‘angels,”’ is re- 
leasing an original cast album 
of its score. 


Dick, who plays the rock-’n’- 
roll idol’s bedeviled manager, 
has five songs and three dances 
and is on stage most of the 
show. 


“IT love it,”” he beams. 


Atlantan Phil Erickson and 
his wife were on hand for open- 
ing night of “Bye Bye, Birdie”’ 
and helped Dick sweat out the 
wait for New York papers’ re- 
views. (“‘They were all good,” 
recalls Van Dyke, “except for 
Brooks Atkinson; he was sort of 
lukewarm.”™) 


MERRY MUTES 


Erickson, Dick’s Atlanta Mer- 
ry Mutes operator, is respon- 
sible for launching his friend's 
career in show business. IIlinois- 
born Van Dyke, who never had 
a singing, dancing or acting les- 
son, was running an advertising 
agency in Danville when Erjck- 
son came through. 

“For a lark’’ Dick gave up 
his business and headed for the 
West Coast with Phil. “I was 
always something of the village 
idiot,”’ he muses. 

They were favorites with At- 
lantans as the madcap Merry 
Mutes, a record pantomime act. 
Dick, adept at ad-libbing, once 
saved the day when the phono- 
graph failed to function as the 
pair were mimicking performers 
on dises. “‘Sorry, folks,” he told 
the customers, “but somebody 
just unplugged the talent.” 

When Erickson and Van Dyke 
broke up their act, the latter 
continued to perform on WSB- 


TV, WLW-A, and in lecal nite-. 


ries, The Merry Mutes once had 
a weekday show on WSB-TV, 
with producer Taylor Lumpkin 
aiding in developing their rou- 
tines. 

Dick hit big-time television 
in 1955 as star of CBS-TV’s

Morning Show. He was backed 
by such well-known personali- 
ties as newsman Charles Col- 
lingswood, singers Mery Griffin 
and Sandy Stewart and the Nor- 
man Parris Trio. 


His guest appearances includ- 
ed one as a hillbilly inductee 
on Phil Silvers series. Atlan- 
ta theatrical agent Monk Ar- 
nold recalls that Dick, in a fit 
of nervousness, once forgot to 
bring his recording equipment 
to an Ed Sullivan show—but 
raced back in time to get it. 


TV STINTS 


The ex-Atlantan is still doing 
some TV stints. He did an origi- 
nal comedy routine on Garry 
Moore's show last week and has 
signed for two summer appear- 
ances with Ed Sullivan, the 
daies not yet set. 


“And we’re peddling a pilot 
film,” he disclosed. ‘‘It’s a sit- 
uation comedy called ‘The Treu- 
ble With Richard.’ If somebody 
buys it, I'll really be busy. 
Guess we'd have to shoot day- 
times and Sunday.” 

Dick has discovered his cur- 
rent musical comedy chores 
are ‘‘the most satisfying.”” He 
prefers play-acting to television 
or night club appearances. 

The former Merry Mute got a 
taste of Broadway last year 
when he appeared in a flop, 
“The Girls Against the Boys,” 
which ran only two weeks. 

“I knew right then this was 
for me,”” he said. ““When that 
show folded, I started looking 
around for another. When ‘Bye 
Bye, Birdie’ is over, I'll be 
hoping for still another Broad- 
way chance.” 

OLD MAN 

Dick auditioned for Gower 
Champion, got his fat part 
immediately. “‘I'’m the old man 
of the show—33,”’ he sighs. “It’s 
a young cast, mostly teen-agers, 
and lots of fun. to work with. 
The words-and-music team, Lee 
Adams and Charles Strouse, are 
young, too. This is their first 
Broadway show, but I'd be wil- 


ling to bet it won't be the 
last.” 
Van Dyke commutes 80 miles 


round trip daily from a house 
on Long Island. As. star of a 
hit show, he’s in great demand. 
Even his Sundays are usually 
busy. Yesterday he was to do 
a routine from “‘Bye Bye, Bir- 
die” at a special Friars Club 
party at the Astor honoring 
Dinah Shore. 


And his name is beginning te 
appear in the columns. “Crazy 
items,” Dick shrugs. “Where 
do they get ’em? Kilgallen had 
one the other day that was abso- 
lutely all wet; said I was a 
racing car addict and planned to 
buy a Ferrari. Nothing could 
be further from my mind!” 


Dick’s a devoted family man. 
His wife, Marjorie, has seen his 
show ‘“‘gosh, I don’t know how 
many times.”’ Their youngsters, 
Christian, 10, and Barry, 9 (both 
born at Emory Hospital during 
the six years the Van Dykes 
called Atlanta home) and 5-year- 
old daughter, Stacy, caught a 
matinee. 

T ‘The kids thought I wasgpretty 
good,’’ Dick admitted. 

That just about makes it 


unanimous. Critics and maga- 


zine feature writers are com- 
paring untrained Dick Van Dyke 
with Gene Kelly and “the cas- 
ual lantern-jawed grace of As- 
taire.”’ 


OWN WRITER 

The onetime TV disc jockey, 
who not only sings and dances 
but can handle drums and piano, 
is a talented comedian and cari- 
caturist who usually “‘writes his 
own stuff’’ for television. 


When someone suggested he 
might like te take a crack at 
writing his next Broadway ve- 
hicle, he demurred, “Oh, my 
writing isn’t up to that—but now, 
wouldn't that be something te 
shoot for?’’ 


Dick would like to make 
enough money on Broadway to 
angel a show himself. He's on 
straight salary on this one. 

All the commuting and nightly 
Stage cavorting hasn't caused 
Dick to lose any weight. “But,” 


he sighs, “I couldn't very well 
do that. I was skin and bones 
already, always have been.”’ 


The Van Dykes were in At- 
lanta last spring just about this 
time. 


“Are the dogwoods still bloom- 


ing?’’ The lanky song-and-dance 
man's voice grew wistful on the 
leng-distance wire. ‘That's 
something New York doesn’t 
have. Tell all our friends there 
we're still homesick foryAtlanta. 
And for gosh sakes, anybody 
who comes up to see this show 
had better come backstage. I'll 
be looking for lotg of Atlantans 
this summer. Y'all come!”’

Hank Cowen, a comic 
emcee with a foolproof 
philosophy, a thousand 
funny faces and five or 
six dozen jokes on any 
subject you can mention, 
is making the Club 
Peachtree customers for- 
get the dancing girls — 
almost. 

But Najada — a 23-year-old 
exotic from Harlingen, Tex.— 
is able to get their minds back 


on things feminine pretty soon” 


after she takes over the spot- 
light. 


She doesn’t know what ‘“Na- 
jada” nieans, but she measures 
40-23-36, and obviously knows 
what exotic dancing means. 


And there’s more female in- 
terest in the dainty dancing and 
spicy songs of Dotty Jolly, who 
proclaims that she’s “A Big 
Girl Now” and sings about illu- 
sions of ripping a hole in Mar- 
lon Brando’s shirt and making 
Brigitte look like a bag of 
bones. 


As if that weren't enough, 
there are two more dancers, 
Elaine Drew and Carolyn 
Woods. 


But back to the free-wheel- 
ing funny man and his philos- 
ophy. He took a course in meta- 
physics and evolved his person- 
al formula for success: “‘Every- 
thing’s fine even if you’re mis- 
erable.” 

He insults himself—instead of 
his audience—introducing him- 
self either as an alcoholic, a 
dope fiend or a sex maniac;

There’s no set plan for the 
acts. It’s mostly just whatever 
pops into somebody’s mind. 

The standbys that he often 
has to repeat are ‘“impersona- 
tions” of Vaughn Monroe, Lib- 
erace, Elvis Presley and Mark 
Dinning, who preceded Cowen 
at the Peachtree. 

The Presley bit is perhaps the 
most ridiculous. “Hound Dog,” 
Calypso-style, is described as 
“the right dog, but wrong 
river." Then Cowen gets around 
to rock ‘n’ roll “the way it 
oughta be sung.” Look at the 
picture with the extra set of 
teeth and imagine it singing 

“Put your lips a little closer.” 
But it sounds pretty good even 
with the denture. 

At one point during the fool- 
ishness he asks the band to fol- 
low him—‘‘But not too close be- 
cause I’m goosey.” 

And when it’s time to thank 
the customers for coming: “If 
I knew where you worked I'd 
come down and watch you—if 
they’d let me drink.”

Cabarets 
And Taxes 


The 20 per cent federal caba- 
ret tax, a holdover from World 
War II, is sliced in half effec- 
tive Monday, and the fact has 
been universally hailed by en- 
tertainers and club owners. 


But saloon devotees had best 
ge slow with plans for spend- 
ing the money they'll save. Be- 
cause if you really want to 
save, the only way may still 


be te cut your appetite for the 
joints that provide live enter- 
tainment. 


Club operators are hard to 
pin down on the subject, but 
indications are that, following 
the lead of movies several 
ago, of the tax cut 
will be applied to the overhead 
rather than passed on to the 


Most operators cite rising ’ 


costs over the years, which they 
point out have not been offset 
by price increases. 

They also are put-out by the 
rigid enforcement of Georgia 
law, which has been instituted 
by the present administration. 
This prohibits any wholesale 
discount on liquor, even to clubs. 


And no - individual °(although 
employed by a night club) can 


buy more than two quarts of 
liquor per store per day. This 
policy is looked upon as a ter- 
rible nuisance, because em- 
ployes must be sent on store- 
to-store ‘“‘routes’’ to pick up 
stock. 


However, one club—the Sans 
Souci in the Darlington Apart- 
ments—has announced a price 
cut that more than offsets the 
tax reduction. 


Performers are sure the re- 
duction will bring live enter- 
tainment into more spots to 
create more jobs. Some clubs, 
too, may resume serving food 
now that the tax load will be 
less burdensome. 


Presumably some lounges 
might let their pianists sing, 
in the belief that the lower

tax would be less objectionable 
to their clients. 


If the latter results are wide- 
spread, it is conceivable the 
revenooers might actually make 
more money in the long run. 

But the merry-makers may 
not notice the difference in 
price.

CGroucho’s Announcer Learned 


To Take Barbs With a Smile

HOLLYWOOD—Ot all 
Groucho Marx’ fans, 
none are more loyal than 
George Fenneman, his 
announcer. And George 
has the scars to prove it. 

Thirteen years ago, when 
George began his association 
with Groucho on TV’s You Bet 
Your Life, he was more sensitive 
than he is today. Groucho’s 
shafts frequently found their 
mark and the hapless George 
limped off the show nursing 
what remained of his dignity. 

“After all, I had some sense 
ef personal dignity and didn’t 
want to see it trampled to 
death simply to make _People 
laugh,” says George. 

Today, George isn’t sure 
whether Groucho let up on him 
or if he began to understand the 
man behind the devastating wit. 
Anyway, it doesn’t bother him 


anymore. 

“One has to be exposed to 
Groucho for a long time to re- 
alize the biting humor springs 
from a geniune concern for peo- 
ple. Often, the individual seems 
the target for -his arrows, but 
he’s really aiming at bigger 
game. Over the years, I’ve seen 
him lash out at nearly all the 
seared cows in our society, put- 
ting them into perspective 
through ridicule.” 

Phonies fare worst with 
Groucho, George holds, point- 
ing out, “He can spot one 10 
miles away, but with genuine 
people, Groucho is genuine.” 

By now, George is happy with 
his identity as Groucho’s an- 
nouncer.
